» The failure of the peace offensive has 
given Herr Hitler much food for re- 
fiection.—that and the conclusion of 
the: Anglo-French-Turkish Pact,—and 
there are signs that the former decision 
with which he acted, has given plate 
to hesitation and uncertainty. It will 
be remembered that during the course 
of the negotiations which led up to 
the outbreak of the war, one of Herr 
Hitler’s entourage told Sir Nevile Hen- 
derson that Der Fuehrer ‘made his 
decisions for himself without regard 
to the advice of others. Whether that 
was the case or not, the summbning of 
the Nazi district leaders for a round- 
table conference suggests 
Hitler has realised that the time has 
come when he must take his suppor- 
ters more completely ‘into his con- 
fidence, and at the same time en- 
deavour to ascertain exactly how po- 
pular the war is with the people who 
have the misfortune to be ruled by 
him. It is believed that momentous de- 
cisions are at hand. Whatever they 
may be only time will show, but it is 
greatly to be doubted whether he will 
attempt to make a new peace move. 
The manner in-which his last one was 
sternly rejected must have convinced 
him that the Allies are not bluffing, 
and .that they actually mean business. 
Their own leaders have made it quite 
clear that any peace along the lines 
which he has al- 
ready suggest- 
ed ‘would be com- 
pletely unaccept- 
able, and he is now 
faced with one of 
‘two decisions. 
Either to make an- 
other attempt for 
peace, which would 
amount to a con- 
fession to his own 
people of the 
failure of his: last 
effort, or to make 
one final blow for — 
the destruction of the Allies. 1t cannot 
much longer be kept from the German 
people that.so many of their sub- 
marines will never return to port, and 
that the air-raids over Britain are 
proving too expensive. Nor can there 
be much more delay before the hard 
fact of the economic blockade is 
brought home to them in a manner 
which no amount of propaganda can 
offset.. Herr Hitler must ‘speedily find

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TWO YEARS OF WORK OF | 


THE BRITISH FUND FOR 
RELIEF IN CHINA 


SHORTLY AFTER THE outbreak of hostilities in China in 
1937, many British men and women felt the necessity 
of doing something to relieve the great suffering of the 


many, refugees. 


On August 28th, 1937, the Joint Committee of the British 
Chamber of Commerce and the China Association dis-. 
cussed this question, and despatched a cable to Lon- 
don urging that a fund be opened in London for the 


relief of the refugees. 
were taken to push this 


In September, further steps 
matter and early in October 


the starting of the Fund was announced. 
In London, the China Association, (a group of men with 


business interests 


in China) the British Red Cross 


(which is a body always ready to bring succour to_the 
wounded) and the Conference of British Missionary 
Societies (a body representing all the Protestant Socie- 


‘ties in Great Britain) decided to form a joint committee. ' 


In October 1937 the Lord Mayor 
gave his support to the official launch- 
ing of the appeal for “The Lord Ma- 
yor’s Fund for the Relief of Distress 
in China.” It was found that the sym- 
pathy with the sufferings of the people 
in China was so widé-spread that in 
various cities and towns local com- 
mittees were formed in association 
with the Lord Mayor’s Fund, most of 
them under the Chairmanship or with 
the active support of the local Lord Ma- 
yors, Mayors or Provosts, and such 
committees were formed in Manches- 
ter, Liverpool, Birminghsm, Sheffield, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Hull, etc. In Lon- 
don sub-committees for the collecting 
and despatching of clothes and medi- 
cal supplies were set up. Vhe various 
British shipping companies such as 
the Blue Funnel, Glen Line, Shire 
Tine and the P, & O. have conveyed 
all consignments of medical supplies 
and clothes: freight free. After the 
.Fund had been in operation for more 
than one - year, the Mansion “House 
Fund was closed and therefore it can 
no longer be described as “The Lord 
Mayor’s Fund,” though it is constantly 
referred to as such. The collection of 
the money however, continued in the 
name of “The British Fund for Re- 
lief in China.” It is encouraging to 
note that after the recent outbreak of 
war in Europe, the British Fund an- 
nounced that it would continue its 
efforts and recorded that the total 
money raised was £202,000. 
ADMINISTRATION IN CHINA 
In China, a Central Executive Com- 
mittee has been functioning under the 
presidency of H. B. M. Ambassador 
and H. E. The Governor of Hong 
Kong, both of whom have taken an 
active interest in this humanitarian 
work. The Chairman of the Committee 
has been Sir Herbert Phillips—British 
Consul-General—and the Vice-Chair-~ 
man has been Sir Robert Calder Mar- 
shall—Chairman ‘of ‘the British Cham- 
ber of Commerce. F 
In spite of their onerous official 
duties, both these gentlemen have 
given unstintingly of their time, and 
they and the other members of the 
‘Committee have had a busy -two 
years, 


Sub-committees under _ the Chair- | 


manship of the respective British Con- 
suls-General or Consuls have been 
formed in Tientsin, Tsingtao, Amoy, 
Canton, Hankow and Chungking, 
Kunming and Hong Kong and two 
local committees have been set up in 
Ichang and Sian. . 

These sub-committees have all re- 
ported their needs to, and received 
their money from, the Central Execu- 
tive Committee in-Shanghai which 
hes’ allotted funds and supplies to 
agencies which have been directly ad- 
ministering refugee camps and hospi- 
tals for ‘the wounded, etc. such as the 
International Red Cross, the Mission- 
ary Societies of - different denomina- 
tions and nationalities, the Salvation 
Army ete. The Central Executive | 
Committee has’ had four sub-commit~ 
tees dealing with the work of Chin-. 
ese refugees, Hospital supplies, Bri-: 
tish' Sufferers, and International Suf-- 

In Hong Kong, a committee for: the 
distribution "of “medical supplies” was 


t 


set up. During the past two years, the 
Central Executive has been: meeting 
regularly and has seldom if ever turn- 
ed a deaf ear to appeals for assistance. 
MATERIALS SENT 

The Stainless Steel Manufacturers 
Association in Sheffiéld donated 
£1,000 worth of stainless steel knives, 
scissors, etc. and gifts: of anaesthetics, 
drugs, dressings and foodstuffs have 
been contributed by the large drug 
manufacturers in Great Britain. One 


firm sent a supply of sewing cotton.° 


During the period January 15th 1939 
to August 17th 1939, 50 shipments ar- 
rived in Hong Kong from Great Bri- 
tain. These shipments comprised some 
3191 cases, bales and packages con- 
taining clothing, hospital supplies, 
blankets and linen. soap, disinfectants, 
bandages, first-aid pads, milk and 
foodstuffs, drugs instruments, mosquito 
net, marmite, etc., the value of which 
totalled several thousand pounds. 
Both in Hong Kong and In Shang- 
hal much time has been spent on the 
unpacking and redistribution of sup- 


Plies. A large quantity of medical sup- 


plies has also been bought in China 
and sent to various hospitals. 

In April, 1939, Hankow was threat- 
ened with an epidemic of malaria and 
the stocks of quinine were running low 
so the British Fund came ‘to the re- 
scue-and quickly despatched a supply 
of quinine. 

“DISTRIBUTION IN CHINA 

Money and supplies have been sent 
to all parts of China with the help of 
British firms and individuals. In the 
actual distribution of relief, there has 
been fine co-operation amongst vari- 
ous groups and persons of all nation- 
alities.. In one place there was the 
most whole-hearted co-operation be~ 
tween Government officials, Buddhist 
philanthropists, Seventh-day Adven- 
tists Christians, Viennese Jews, Mis- 
sionaries of the Anglican Bible 
Churchmen’s Missionary Society and 
Roman Catholic priests and nuns from 
France, Canada and the United States 
of America. British Mission Hospitals 
have been most active in the work of 
relief. One report last year noted that 
some 37 hospitals in Central China had 
received $55,900 in a period of six 
months. ° ;

occasion for the Fund to send prompt- 
ly a goodly amount of hospital sup- 
plies. The various sub-committees 
keep strict account of the monies, re- 
ceived, and it is gratifying to note that 
most of the relief agencies supply de- 
tailed statements as to how the monies 
received have been spent, Letters from 
these agencies as well accomplished 
by the British Fund has been most 
gratefully appreciated. One recent 
testimony may be quoted: 

WUCHOW RELIEF 

“This is to give you an idea of the 
refugee assistance given here since 
Wuchow was bombed so severely a 
month ago. : : ; 

“The head of each street in con- 
junction with a bureau at the Ma- 
gistrate’s office, filled out a refugee 
ticket for each person or family who 
suffered loss during the bombing. This 
ticket told of the extent of the loss 
and the number of persons in each 
family, then was attested to by ‘the 
signature seal of the head of the street 
as well as the Yamen official. Unless 
their property was destroyed no ticket 
was given the people. 

“They came here with their refugee 
tickets. For each member of a family 
over four years we gave one dollar 
Chinese money. Then we put the 
stamp of the mission with the amount

a gift from the relief committee. We 
are indeed most grateful for such 
generous assistance. Alone we would 
not'be able to help the refugees to 
any such degree. Thanking you for 
all your goodness.” ; 

Money has been. given in large 
amounts and small amounts. One re- 
cent meeting of the Committee in 
September allocated eight amounts. 
ranging from £2,000 to $600. During 
the past two years the total amount 
allocated by the Central Executive 
Committee is approximately: £130,000. 
As the Committee in London has 
spent approximately £40,000 on medi- 
cal supplies and other materials, the 
reserves in the hands of the Com- 
mittees in London and in Shanghai 
are running low. Further contribu- 
tions will be gratefully received.

MARSH RIGE CASE

In the autum 1900, » William 
March Rice, a niga Texan, ‘85 
years old, lay ill in New York City, 
He was attended by his regular phy- 


sician, Dr. Walker Curry, a practition- . 


er in high standing. Rice died and 
‘Doctor Curry issued a death  certi- 
ficate, giving bronchitis and senile 
decline as the causes of death. The 
body was embalmed in the usual man- 
ner with a fliud containing formalde- 
hyde. There was no hasty burial. In- 
deed, the corpse was held for 45 hours 
after the embalming. 


Rice left about $8,000, 000. Two 
wills were found. One had left the 
estate in trust to a man in Houston, 
Texas, for the founding of an institu- 
tion in that city for the education of 
Negroes, But just before Rice's 
death he drew a new will in the pre- 
sence’ of two witnesses, both of whom 
have since sworn that they saw him 
sign it. This later will changed the 
trusteeship of the estate to Albert T. 
Patrick, a young ‘New York lawyer, 
whose father had been freight mana- 
ger of a railroad in Texas owned by 
Rice, upon whose advice the young 
man had come to New York. 

The morning of the old millionaire’s 
death, Patrick appeared at the bank 
of S. M. Swinson &' Son, New York 
and presented several large checks 
purporting to have been signed by 
Rice. A defect in one of the checks 
caused suspicion, and Rice’s home was 
called upon the telephone. Charles 
F, Jones, Rice’s old valet answered 
and stated that the check was genuine, 
but the bank insisted that Mr. Rice 
should give his verbal approval.-Then 
the bank was informed that Rice was 
dead, and an investigation followed. 

The trustee under the former will 
came to New York and interrogated 
the valet, Jones, a weakling, whose 
contradictory .answers caused grave 
suspicion. Jones was arrested, given 
the third degree, and under that or- 


deal stated that Patrick had killed]. 


Rice by the administration of cor- 
rosive sublimate and other poisons. 
The case was called before William 
Travers. Jerome, then a _ magistrate 
and afterward district attorney. Pa- 
trick was held and an autopsy on 
the body of Rice was ordered. This 
authopsy was conducted by Dr. Ed- 
ward J. Donnelly, coroner's physician, 
and the well-known poison expert, 
Professor Witthaus, later. examined 
the viscera. 

Nothing unusual was noted in the 
body except two'small patches of 
“consolidation” at ‘the back (of one 
lung. According to sworn testimony, 
the coroner’s physician, after ex- 
amining these patches stated: 
old man must have had a cold!” and 
Dr: Witthaus, on being offered the 
lungs, stated, “They are of no use to 
me.” After Professor Witthaus had 
taken the viscera, all the other re- 
mains were cremated. According to 
the testimony of Robert Aurich, the 
attendant at the morgue, a physician 
‘connected with the prosecution had 
remarked “I wish I knew more of 
microscopy, Then I could make a pot 
of money out of the Rice case.” 

After his examination, Professor 
Witthaus reported an absence of pol- 
son in’ the viscera and a few days 
later the story of Jones was changed. 
‘He now swore that Patrick had not 
poisoned Rice but had smothered the 
old man with a pillow, but when 
cross-examined the valet again 
. Changed. his story, stating this time 
that he had, at Patrick’s instigation, 
placed over the face of the. sleeping 
Rice a -towel containing a. ‘Sponge sa- 
turated with chloroform. ~
